Any objections or suggestions which may be re¬ 
ceived from any person with respect to the said draft 
before the period so specified will be taken into con¬ 
sideration by the Central Governnjent. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Mines (Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1984.

(c) In the panel there shall be at least one Work¬ 
men’s Inspector each for raining, L-lectrical and mech¬ 
anical installation and operations.
